John Perry Caught in Machinery 
and Instantly Crushed to 
Death. 


Received by Wathen Simms Wheii 
he Fell Prom a Barn Roof 
Last Week.—he Is Now 
Improving. 


The following account of the death 
of Mr. John Perry, was taken from an 
Utah paper. Mr. Perry is well known 
in Springfield, having married Miss 
Dora Trotter, of this place. He is also 
a brother-in-law of Mrs. J. W. Bush, 
of this place: 

Mr. John Perry, a well known citizen I 
and chiet electrician of the D. & R. G. I 
at Helper, Utah, was killed Tuesday j 
morning about 10:30 a. m while walk- j 
ing between two fly wheels in ths D. & f 
R. G. power house. 

Just how Mr. Perry met death will 
never be known, but the supposition is 
that his clothes in some manner were 
caught by the key on one of the fly 
wheels, causing death almost instantly, 
as he was hurled to the floor, fhe belt 
being thrown causing the machinery to 
slow down attracted the attention of 
the employees, and a moment later the 
discovery of Mr.’ Perry’s body lying on 
the floor. At once Dr. Slopansky was I 
summoned, but too late as death was | 
almost instantaneous. 

Mr. Perrv was a native of Kansas. j 
coming west several years ago spending I 
the last eight years in Carbon county, 
where he assumed the duties of chief 
•electrician of the D. & R. G. service. 1 
For a short time he was employed by 
the Utah Fuel Co. at Castle Gate as 
chief electrician, where he also held the 
office of justice of the peace. The fail¬ 
ure of the Rio Grande to secure a suc¬ 
cessful electrician for their Helper plant 
•during Mr. Perry’s stay in Castle Gate 
caused them to request his return to 
Helper, where he has operated their ! 
plant successfully and without criticism. 1 

Mr. Perry at the time of his death 
was clerk of the town board ot Helper 
and also a deputy sheriff of Carbon 
county, which office he has faithfully 
Ailed. 

A wife and a host of friends are left 
to mourn the loss of our departed 

friend. 

Funeral services were held Thursday 
morning, atter which the lemains were 
placed on the train for Provo, where 
the Elks, of which he was a member. I 
took charge of the burial. A special car 
of friends accompanied the body to 
Provo, stopping at Castle Gate for 
those who wished to accompany the re¬ 
mains to their last resting place. 


Wathen Simms was severely hurt J 
last week when he fell from the roof i 
of a tobacco barn on the place of his | 
grandfather, Mr. T. W. Simms. Mr. | 
Simms at the time was painting the | 
barn roof when in some manner be be- 1 
gan to slip toward the eaves of the 
roof, probably having stepped on paint. 
He fell on the roof but managed to 
throw his body over so that if he should 
plunge to the ground he would not fall 
j on his head.

Don’t keep turkeys penned while fat-' 
tening.

It is a good plan to 
have a house or shed, with removable 
roosts, for the turkeys to stay in kt 
i night. One side, or at least doors and

Pestiferous Tourists Ars Forced to 
Hike Through Corn and Grain 
Fields to Escaps Angry 8outh 
Dakota Citizens. 


8ioux Falla, 8. D.—Hobo hunting is 
becoming a favorite pastime and rec¬ 
itation for the residents of some of 
the towns of South Dakota. 

At this time of the year thousands 
of hobos, drawn to the state with the 
great influx of honest harvest hands, 
spread all over the agricultural por¬ 
tion of the state and make themselves 
a general nuisance to the people, espe-! 
dally of the smaller towns, where i 
there is little police protection. 

The tourists of the road are un-1 
usually bold and think nothing of vir¬ 
tually taking possession of freight I 
trains entering the state and by sheer ! 
force of numbers Intimidating train | 
craws. It Is nothing uncommon for 
as many as 100 hobos to ride on a 
single train coming into South Dakota,' 
refusing to pay fare or to leave the 
train unttl they reach their destina- | 
tion. 

They then take possession of shady ! 
nooks adjacent to the smaller towns 
and prove themselves a great annoy¬ 
ance to housewives by their frequent 
trips in search of "hand-outs" Con¬ 
venient chicken coops also are raided 
by them at night, many residents of 
the outskirts of towns losing practical¬ 
ly all their chickens at the bands of 
the tourists. 

T Patience sometimes ceases to be a 
virtue, and then tbe angry male resi¬ 
dents of the towns set out on a hobo 
ebase and clear tbb disturbers from 
the district. At Aberdeen recently 150 
tramps were rounded up at oap time 
and driven from the town. 

One of the most exciting chases of 
the season took place at Lesterville. a 
small town In Yankton county. Forty 
hobos gathered at that place and the 
citizens paid little attention to them 
ufitU they bad robbed several stores 
of small articles. 

To inset the situation tbe Commer- j 
dal club was called in special session 1 
to consider the matter, and after much 
discussion as to arresting the strangers 
and .placing them upon a diet of bread J 
and water It finally was decided to 
arm with heavy clubs all the legal 1 
voters of the precinct and start a hunt 
for the undesirables aud drive them 
out of tbe community. 

As soon as the word could be | 
passed around town*'the forces were 
marshaled together and a forward | 
movement commenced all along tbe 
line. The tramps needed little or no ; 
explanation of what was Intended j 
Their scouts evidently had carefully 
noted the unusual activity among the ' 
townspeople, and no sooner bad tbe I 
skirmishers appeared in the vicinity | 
of the hobo retreat than the tramps , 
emerged from their shady nooks and 
started on a dead run for cornfields | 
surrounding tbe town. 

80 enthusiastic were the hunters I 
and so exciting the sport that the [ 
chase was continued far into the sur-1 
rounding country, and corn and grain 
fields for miles around were carefully 
traversed in the search for the human 
quarry. By nightfall there were no 
hobos within miles of . Lesterville. 
During the hunt those who were un- j 
fortunate enough to come within 
reach of the hunters were severely 
beaten, and for many days will carry J 
the marks inflicted by the heavy i 
clubs in the hands of their pursuers. 

Tbe man hunt was so successful 
that It has been decided by the male 
residents of Lesterville to repeat it 
twice a week during the remainder of 
the season, or until all tramps have 
learned to give their town a wide 
berth.

In the financial world 
the great city of San Francisco Is a 
monument to Lick’s luck—he foresaw 
the possibility of the great city of the 
Pacific slope, bought the land on 
which it now stands, and became a 
millionaire. Before that time the 
name of Lick was great in the musical 
world Lick's pianos—out of which 
he made the money which he invested 
in land—were manufactured by him. 
But on the poetic Bide of life—a world 
apart from such things as piano-mak¬ 
ing and mud-flats—the great Lick Mill 
stands as a monument to Lick's love. 

In early life James Lick sought the 
hand of a miller’s daughter, but was 
repelled by the father on the ground 
that the young suitor did not possess 
a mill.

Simply because there are five hundred 
thousand well-to-do people in that city who never knew 
that this shop existed until they saw those advertise¬ 
ments in the newspaper; and the shop has an ex¬ 
cellent street location, too. 

This is a concrete case, the facts of which I 
personally know. The Englishman depended upon 
the quality of his goods and his beautifully crested 
stationery and his attractive shop window and his 
perpendicular-backed dress-parade clerks; all of 
which were above criticism. The young American put 
the whole show into the newspaper; admission free. 

Show me ten shops which advertise regularly in 
a daily newspaper and I will show you nine that 
are making money. The failure of the tenth is prob¬ 
ably due to bad management of some sort. 

Some people value goods by the price they pay; 
others by the shop in which they buy; others by the 
effect the goods have upon their neighbors. It is only 
the common workaday sensible people who value 
goods by the goods. If you want all four classes as 
customers it is your business as an advertiser to 
make the cap fit.

Treating Tree Wounds. 

Plastic slate, that Is to say. mold- 
able slate. Is a mixture formed by 
combining about one part of coal tar 
and four parts of slate dust and is 
recommended for covering large 
wounds In trees. This mass must be 
about the consistency of a not too 
thick glazier’s putty, so that It can be 
balled and rolled out In the band. 
Slate dust can eaaily be made by 
crushing small pieces of slate. The 
mass sticks to wood, to metal, to stone, 
and In fact to everything that Is not 
gp-asv and closes every opening air¬ 
tight.—Scientific American.
